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OTTO JOHN SPECKER 


Otto John Specker, D.D.S., F.1-C.D., son of Cosmus and Margaret 
(Allemang) Specker, was born February 11, 1880, at Elmira, Ontario, 
Canada. 


Dr. Specker received his early education in the public schools of 
Elmira and the collegiate institute of Kitchener, Ontario. Christmas, 1898, 
he visited his sister, the wife of a Lutheran minister serving his first charge 
just outside of Reading, and while there he decided to study dentistry. He 
graduated from the Dental School of the University of Pennsylvania 
in 1902 and returned to Reading to open an office. 


Always interested in the advancement of his profession, Dr. Specker 
took an energetic interest in his professional societies and was from the 
beginning an active member of his local, state and national societies and the 
Delta Sigma Delta Fraternity. In 1909 he served his local society as presi- 
dent and from 1912 until his death he was secretary of the Reading Dental 
Society. 

President of the Pennsylvania State Dental Society during 1924-1925, 
he had already served the state society as its corresponding secretary from 
1916 to 1923. He always took an active interest in its management both in 
council and on committees. He presented the original resolution which 
led to the House of Delegates plan and served the Fourth District as 
Trustee from the adoption of the plan until his untimely passing. During 
the world war, Dr. Specker had charge of the dental examination of drafted 
men for Berks, Lebanon, and Schuylkill Counties. 


One of the prominent practitioners of dentistry in Reading, he was 
actively interested in civic affairs; he was a member and officer of the 
Wyomissing School Board for many years, officer of the Reading Musical 
Foundation, a member since 1918 of the Reading Choral Society and one of 
its officers for many years, a charter member of the local group of the Inter- 
national Association of Torch Clubs, and an active member of the Evangel- 
ical Lutheran Church of the Atonement in Wyomissing. 


Dr. Specker underwent a serious major operation about four years ago, 
and although unable to resume his practice, he was able in spite of his 
almost constant pain and discomfort to continue his service for others until 
a short time before his death. He refused to surrender, but he was finally 
overpowered. 


Dr. Specker is survived by his wife, Delphine (Froelich) Specker ; one 
son, John Carl Specker, D.D.S. ; three sisters, Mrs. William A. Snyder, of 
Brooklyn, Mrs. Louis Andres and Mrs. Jacob Conrad, both of Waterloo, 
Ontario, Canada ; and a grand-daughter. 
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TRIBUTES TO DR. SPECKER 


In the death of Otto J. Specker, the dental profession and the Penn- 
sylvania State Dental Society lost a valuable member and many of us a 
great friend. To those who were well acquainted with him was afforded the 
opportunity to know his sterling qualities that because of a modest nature 
were hidden from all but his closest friends. 


He was devoted to his friends, and his patients ; his efforts in behalf 
of the numerous dental organizations of which he was a member were 
untiring. He was more than a member; he was an organizer, held many 
offices, directed many committees. He was active in the reorganization of 
the State Dental Society in 1932, served on the Board of Trustees from that 
time until his death, was chairman of the “Journal” Committee, chairman 
of the committee that organized the central office in Harrisburg, chairman 
of the committee that purchased the property and was responsible for the 
general supervision of the remodeling. To borrow one of his expressions, 
he would “go along” on any enterprise that was for the best interests of his 
profession. 


I served on the Board of Trustees with Otto Specker for many years 
worked on committees with him, yes, attended caucuses, usually of his 
promotion—for he knew that such sessions are necessary—and I always 
found that his judgment was good, his ambitions for the Society and for his 
friends honorable. His support once pledged was never withdrawn. It was 
always a duty and a pleasure to “go along” with Otto Specker. 


We miss him very much because of all the parts that he played in life; 
we miss the many quiet chats that it was our pleasure to hold ; we miss that 
voice, never complaining, but saying, “Well, what do you know?” We have 
the everlasting knowledge that he was our friend.

State Dental Society without the presence of Otto Specker, and for me and 
for all his friends his death will leave an aching void.

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THE MEDICAL PROGRAM OF THE 
PENNA. DEPT. OF PUBLIC ASSISTANCE 


Revision of November 18, 1938, Circular 


EFFECTIVE FEBRUARY 1, 1939 


Points of revision are marked by asterisks. 





* The Department of Public Assistance is responsible by law for 
medical care of assistance cases in all counties. The present program in- 
cludes necessary medical service (allopathic, homeopathic, osteopathic and 
hospital clinic), nursing, pharmaceutical and emergency dental care with a 
* free choice of practitioner by the assistance recipient. All regularly 
licensed members of the healing arts professions covered by the program 
are eligible to participate so long as they indicate by their activity a will- 
ingness to cooperate with other members of their profession in the conduct 
of * the program. Physicians living in other states, but licensed to practice in 
Pennsylvania, may participate in the program provided their inclusion is 
approved by the County Healing Arts Assistance Committee of the county 
in which * they practice. 


The Department of Public Assistance cannot, through its non-profes- 
sional staff, determine the necessity for medical care in individual cases, 
nor can it decide upon the proper extent of treatment given. On the other 
hand, the State cannot offer to pay every physician, dentist, nurse or hos- 
pital clinic for all services rendered. Therefore the State makes an alloca- 
tion monthly to each county. This allocation will not be increased or de- 
creased once it is made and no available balance of a prior month shall be 
carried over to increase the amount which may be requisitioned in the fol- 
lowing month. 


The County Healing Arts Assistance Committee will have complete 
control of the program in each county and will be responsible for keeping 
all expenditures within the allocation. Control over an inflated demand 
for service will be exercised by the practitioners whose duty it is to refuse 
service when they feel that none is required, and by their local committees 
whose duty it is to disapprove invoices for services which seem to have been 
rendered when they should not have been. It will be entirely within the 
province of the healing arts professions to regulate members’ activities. 


In all differences of opinion relative to fees and regulations, the proper 
sub-committee of the County Healing Arts Assistance Committee shall 
meet with the County Healing Arts Assistance Committee and the County 
Board of Public Assistance to arrange satisfactory settlement of the 
dispute. 
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DENTISTS 
*SECURING DENTAL SERVICE 
The dental portion of the Medical Program covers only extractions 
for the relief of pain. An assistance recipient suffering from dental condi- 
tions from which the extraction of a tooth or teeth is the only means of ob- 
taining relief should go directly to the dentist of his choice. If, in the 
opinion of the dentist, it is not wise to do all the extracting indicated at the 
first visit, a second call should be required at the end of fifteen days. If 
conditions indicate an unusual and emergency number of extractions, spe- 
cial permission should be procured in advance from the dental sub-commit- 
tee of the County Healing Arts Assistance Committee. 
SERVICE CHARGES 
(As recommended by the State Healing Arts Assistance Committee 
and approved by the Department of Public Assistance. ) 
a. The following fee rates will be in force and effect: 
(1) One person: 
For the extraction of the first tooth inn

(2) Additional person, member of the same family or as- 
sistance group, applying to the dentist at the same time: 








For the extraction of each tooth 1.00 
(3) Maximum fee rates: 
For each person: on any one invoice ..W....... 5.00 





For additional person, member of the same family or 
some assistance group applying at the same time: on 
any one invoice 4.00 
*b. Local anesthetic will be included in the fee. 
PREPARATION OF Invoice (DPA Form 259) 

a. Instructions contained on pages 3 and 4 covering the use of Stand- 
ard Medical or Dental Invoice, DPA, Form 259, by physicians will be ad- 
hered to strictly as regards paragraphs b, c and f. 

b. Only one invoice will be used to cover patients in one family treated 
at the same visit. However, in cases requiring more than one visit to com- 
plete treatment, a separate invoice will be made out for each visit. 

c. Invoices covering an unusual or emergency number of extractions 
must have attached a note of the special approval of the dental sub-commit- 
tee or have entered on the invoice specific approval by the dental sub- 
committee. -

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NATIONAL BOARD DENTAL EXAMINERS 


The National Board of Dental Examiners since its inception in 1928 
has examined 750 candidates in the theory of the science of dentistry, 672 
being undergraduates and 78 graduates. 349 of these candidates have been 
successful in both Parts I and II and have received Certificates of Quali- 
fication. Students and graduates of 34 dental schools have participated in 
these examinations which have been conducted in 19 cities throughout the 
country. 


REQUIREMENTS FOR PARTICIPATION IN Part I 
I. Undergraduate Candidates 

Only such candidates as may be certified by their respective deans 
as being graded in the upper half of the class shall be eligible for the 
examinations. 

An undergraduate candidate who has met the predental require- 
ments and has completed successfully the first two years of work in 
an approved dental school is eligible for Part I. 

II. Graduate Candidates 

Any graduate of an approved dental school in the United States 
may apply for registration with the National Board, but all such ap- 
plications must be accompanied by satisfactory evidence of having 

“met the preliminary educational requirements as of the date he en- 
tered upon the study of dentistry, as well as satisfactory evidence of 
professional and moral fitness from the Secretary of the Board of 
Dental Examiners in the state in which he practices, and from states 
in which he has previously practiced, and from the secretary of his 
local or state dental association. 


REQUIREMENTS FOR PARTICIPATION IN Part II 

A candidate who has passed Part I at a previous session and has:also 
successfully completed the senior year or is eligible for the final ex- 
aminations of his senior year in an approved dental school is eligible 
for Part II. 

A graduate candidate presenting for examination in Part II, after having 
taken Part I as an undergraduate, is required to submit credentials 
as specified above for graduates applying for Part I. 


EXAMINATIONS 
Part I consists of a written examination in each of the funda- 
mental sciences: 
(1) Anatomy, general and dental. 
(2) Bacteriology. 
(3) Physiology. 
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(4) General Pathology. 

(5) Histology, general and dental, including Embryology. 

(6) Physiological Chemistry and Metallurgy. 
Subjects not included in the course of the first two years in an ap- 
proved dental school may be postponed by a candidate until a future 
session upon written application to the Board, and permission being 
granted therefrom. 

Part II consists of a written examination in each of the following 
subjects: 

(1) Operative Dentistry. 

(2) Materia Medica and Therapeutics. 

Partial and Full Denture 
(3) Prosthetic Dentistry ¢ Fixed and Removable Bridgework 
Crown Construction 

(4) Oral and Dental Surgery. 

(5) Orthodontia, Radiology, Jurisprudence and Ethics. 

(6) Oral Pathology and Anesthesia. 
The National Board shall not at any time nor under any circumstances 
give an applicant an examination in practical or clinical dentistry. It 
shall not certify at any time to the practical or clinical dental qualifi- 
cations of any dentist. 


TIME AND PLACE oF EXAMINATIONS 

Examinations in Parts I and II will be held at the same hour on the 
first consecutive Monday and Tuesday of each May and December in 
any approved dental school requesting them, provided there are five 
or more candidates, or at any other center where proper facilities and 
supervision can be arranged. In cities where two or more dental 
schools are located, the examinations for all candidates will be held 
in a single institution, and thereafter rotated among such schools. 


FEES 
The fee for the examination in each Part is $15.00.

ELECTROPHORETIC CHARGE AS RELATED TO IMMUNOLOGIC REACTIONS 

It has been known for a long time that bacteria carry significant elec- 
trical charges but until comparatively recent times the fact has not been 
useful in the study of bacteria. With the development of colloidal chem- 
istry, we have come to understand the various relations better. Bacteria 
are so small and there are so few direct methods of examining them in a 
satisfactory manner that the discovery of a new method of study offers 
extremely enticing opportunities for study and research. In the discussion 
of the electrical charges carried by bacteria we would have the student 
remember that the subject is still a new one. We present it because it 
seems to us to offer great opportunity for the better understanding of the 
phenomenon of agglutination and other immunological reactions, and not 
unlikely may play an important part in the explanation and measurement 
of virulence. We believe that in the course of the next decade or so it will 
be of great service in bacteriology and that the student should know some- 
thing of the phenomenon for this reason.

INVESTIGATIONS ON EFFECT OF ADMINISTRATION OF NICOTINIC ACID IN 
Two PATIENTS WITH IDIOPATHIC STEATORRHEA (SPRUE)

These authors found that nicotinic acid had a marked effect on the 
water content quantity and the consistency of the feces in two cases. None 
of the other symptoms of sprue were affected in distinct manner as the 
diarrhea. On discontinuing the medicament diarrhea again set in.

A CoMPARISON OF THE BACTERIAL FLorRA OF DIFFERENT MOUTHS, 
By Basil G. Bibby, B.D.S., Ph.D. 

Twenty patients are considered in this report, representing 5 series 
each of 4 patients having mouths free from gingivitis and caries, with 
slight caries, with rampant caries, with gingivitis, or with pyorrhoea. Speci- 
mens for studies consisted of mouth washings and material collected from 
various surfaces of the teeth, from the buccal mucosa and from gingival 
crevices. In those groups with rampant caries and pyorrhoea, material was 
collected from suitable cavities or pockets. 

The inconstancy of the results and the variations in the bacterial flora 
in different parts of the same mouths and the differences in the percentage 
of organisms in different mouths of the same groups were so great that no 
significant relationship could be established between the oral flora and the 
state of oral health. (From J. D. Research, 17 :423, Oct., 1938.) 
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PREVENTION AND CORRECTION OF FACIAL DISFIGUREMENT 


By V. P. Blair, J. B. Brown and L. T. Byars 


Blair and his associates state that in fractures involving the jaw and 
the tooth bearing area of the upper jaw, the reduction should be as early as 
possible. Compound fractures of the lower jaw should be drained by ex- 
ternal incision. With most injuries of the soft tissue, it is better practice 
to let the wound heal spontaneously than to indulge in early débridement 
or to run the risk of suture scars. In seeking gross foreign bodies in an open 
wound, the finger will sometimes detect what the roentgenogram and the 
eye miss. (From Am. J. Surg., 42:536, Dec., 1938.) 


A Home-Mape INCUBATOR FOR BACTERIOLOGIC CULTURES 
By Louis I. Grossman 

Grossman describes an ingenious incubator that is simply constructed, 
operates automatically and is inexpensive to make. 

The incubator described is made from a metal lunch box about 8x6x3 
inches having two compartments. One compartment contains the heating 
element, a 25 Watt bulb set in a porcelain base and the other compartment 
contains the thermostat, regulator and a container to hold the tubes of 
culture media. 

The thermostat may be obtained from the inside of a clock type ther- 
mometer. One end of this coiled thermostat is fixed and the other end 
makes and breakes contact with the circuit, thus maintaining a constant 
temperature. The incubator is fitted with a thermometer. 

The thermostat may so be adjusted that a fairly constant temperature, 
between 96 degrees F and 100 degrees F is automatically maintained.

THE BACTERIOSTATIC EFFECTS OF SULPHONAMIDE-P, SOLUSEPTASINE, 
AND M & B 693. 


By B. G. Maegraith and R. L. Vollum 


The bacteriostatic properties of these drugs was studied against strep- 
tococcus viridans, staphylococcus aureus, and other microorganisms. When 
equal volumes of blood-bacterial mixtures (1 part suspension of bacteria 
to 3 parts defibrinated blood) and antiseptic were tested, M & B 693 was 
found to be an efficient antiseptic against S.viridans even at a dilution of 1 
part in 60,000 parts of saline. Sulphonamide-P and Soluseptasine were 
effective in a dilution of 1 in 2,000. In deleucocyted blood, i. e., defibrinated 
blood forced through cotton-wool to reduce the number of leucocytes to 
less than 1,000 per cc., none of the drugs tested showed much bacteriostatic 
effect. Staphylococcus aureus was unaffected by any of these drugs. 
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The authors conclude that these drugs are dependent upon the pres- 
ence of leucocytes for their antibacterial action, and that M & B 693 prom- 
ises to be a most useful therapeutic agent against S.viridans infection.

CLINICAL AND EXPERIMENTAL OBSERVATIONS ON FOCAL INFECTION WITH 
AN ANALYSIS OF 200 CASES OF RHEUMATOID ARTHRITIS 
By Russell L. Cecil and S. Murray Angevine 


(Abstracted by Bernard M. Brickman) * 


Since the time of Billing’s classic contribution “Chronic Focal Infec- 
tions and Their Etiological Relations to Arthritis and Nephritis,” the theory 
of focal infection has come to occupy a very prominent place in medical 
and surgical practice and in the various specialties. 

The authors present a study of 200 cases of rheumatoid arthritis and 
compare it with a previous similar report (1927) on 200 cases of “Chronic 
Infectious Arthritis” with special reference to the incidence of focal in- 
fection. An analysis of the data presented reveals evidence of focal infec- 
tions in 20 percent, a doubtful focus in 10 percent and no demonstrable 
focus in 70 percent. This contrasts markedly with the high incidence of 
focal infection in the previous report by Cecil and Archer. 

_ Only 19 cases gave a history of an acute infection of the upper respira- 
tory tract preceding the onset of the arthritis. A smaller number of cases 
came on after psychic trauma, child birth, puerperal fever, physical injury 
or operation. The tonsils had been removed in 46 percent of the cases 
on account of arthritis. In 86 cases, there was no effect on the course of 
the disease, in 4 cases there was temporary improvement and in two cases 
the operation caused a severe exacerbation. In no instance was the course 
of the disease arrested or the patient cured. The problem of infection 
of the teeth and gums was studied. Fifty-two patients had some or all of 
their teeth removed on account of arthritis. In 47 cases, there was no 
improvement and three patients reported a flare-up of the pain in their 
joints following the extractions. Thirty cases gave a history of sinus dis- 
ease, and 12 patients had been treated for sinusitis because of arthritis be- 
fore being studied by the authors. In ten of these cases, there was no bene- 
fit and in two, there was an exacerbation of the disease. 

Twenty-seven patients had an infection of the tonsils or tonsillar 
stumps when first observed. Twenty of these patients were treated, 13 re- 
mained unimproved or became worse and in 7 cases there was temporary 
improvement. Of the 200 cases examined only 11 gave evidence of active 
sinus infection. Five of these case cases were treated all without benefit. 





*“Focal Infection. Quarter Century Survey” by Walter L. Bierring has been 
abstracted and will be published in the next issue. 
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In 3 cases in which additional dentistry was performed, there was no bene- 
fit reported. 


The authors believe that many specialists feel almost duty bound to 
discover a focus in his field when the internist calls on him in search of a 
diagnosis and they express the thought that in the final analysis the internist 
should determine the procedure to be followed in these cases. Undoubtedly 
there are cases of infectious arthritis which result from a focus of infec- 
tion; however, as far as typical rheumatoid arthritis is concerned, it ap- 
pears from this study that chronic focal infection plays a comparatively 
unimportant role. 


A plea is made for a complete revaluation of the focal infection theory.

BOOK REVIEW 


INTERNAL MEDICINE IN DENTAL PRACTICE 


By Bernard I. Comroe, A.B., M.D., F.A.C.P., Instructor in Medicine, Schools of 
Medicine and Dentistry in the University of Pennsylvania; Leon H. Collins, 
Jr., A.B., M.D., F.A.C.P., Associate in Medicine in the University of Pennsyl- 
vania Schools of Medicine and Dentistry; Martin P. Crane, B.S., M.D., In- 
structor in Medicine in the Schools of Medicine and Dentistry of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania. Lea and Febiger, Philadelphia, 1938. Pages, 352, 
Illustrated with 44 Engravings and a Color Plate. Price, $4.00. 

For those who have had their dental training without the benefit of a 
medical background, such as is being given at dental schools today, this 
volume provides a short, condensed postgraduate course. It would seem as 
if the authors placed the current knowledge of internal medicine in a retort, 
and caught the essential distillate in this book. More and more, every pro- 
gressive dentist is finding it necessary to be more than a skilled technician. 
To those who desire to have a better perception of the patient’s health prob- 
lem, and to those who find it necessary in the course of practice to collab- 
orate with the patient’s physician, this book offers the possibility of a 
better understanding of the problem, and will be found a helpful guide in 
practice. 

“Internal Medicine in Dental Practice” is written in a clear, straight- 
forward manner. The book deals with the diseases of the heart and blood- 
vessels, diseases of the respiratory tract, gastro-intestinal tract, kidney and 
urinary tract, blood and blood-forming organs, nervous system, joints and 
related structure, diseases of the various structures of the head, and de- 
ficiency diseases. There are also chapters on endocrinology, infections, 
allergy, chemical poisoning and intoxications. It is hoped that in a future 
edition of the book, some space will be devoted to correlated medico-dental 
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disturbances, such as tic douloureux and Bell’s palsy—conditions not 
infrequently met with by the dentist. 


On the whole, “Internal Medicine in Dental Practice” treats the subject 
concisely and adequately, and the book should be a part of every progres- 
sive dentist’s library. 


THE 1938 YEAR Book oF DENTISTRY 
Edited by C. G. Darlington, G. W. Wilson, H. C. Miller, W. H. Wright, and 
G. M. Anderson. The Year Book Publishers, Inc., Chicago, Ill. Pages, 807. 
Price, $3.00. 

The 1938 Year Book of Dentistry, like its predecessors, is a fund of 
practical information for the dentist. Such diversified material is included 
as the present status of sulphanilamide treatment in dentistry ; new aids in 
diagnosing and treating orthodontic conditions ; transparent denture bases ; 
prevention of dry socket; precision technic in taking x-ray pictures ; prac- 
tical suggestions in exodontia; children’s dentistry, etc., etc. The book is 
a veritable encyclopedia of dental information, prepared in small morsels, 
for quick consumption. In short, it is the “Reader’s Digest” of Dentisry, 
packed with practical suggestions for everyday practice. 


The current volume is essentially a continuation of the 1937 Year 
Book. An effort has been made throughout to keep the book as practical 
as possible, although the so-called theoretic subjects are not slighted. Alto- 
gether there are more than 500 illustrations scattered throughout the book, 
which help materially in visualizing the salient points or step-by-step de- 
scriptions in the text. The section of gold inlay technic contains almost 
fifty photographs and diagrams illustrating the text. While some of the 
illustrations are necessarily small, they are well reproduced and show up to 
good advantage with a magnifying hand lens. Short, instructive comments 
by the editors, at the conclusion of the more important articles reviewed, 
are very helpful in that they provoke thought, give one a more complete 
perspective of the subject or help to clear up questions in one’s mind. 

The Year Book is divided into five sections, each one of which is 
edited authoritatively, and covers the field of dentistry quite thoroughly. 
The Operative Dentistry section is edited by George W. Wilson, D.D.S., 
Professor of Operative Dentistry, Marquette University Dental School; 
Prosthetic Dentistry, by Walter H. Wright, D.D.S., Ph.D., Associate Pro- 
fessor of Prosthesis, School of Dentistry, University of Pittsburgh; Oral 
Surgery, by Howard C. Miller, D.D.S., Chicago, Ill.; Orthodontics, by 
George M. Anderson, D.D.S., Professor of Orthodontia, Baltimore College 
of Dental Surgery; and, Diseases of the Mouth, Pathology, and Research, 
by Charles G. Darlington, M.D., Professor of Pathology, New York Uni- 
versity College of Dentistry.

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COMPULSORY HEALTH INSURANCE FOR 
MUNICIPAL EMPLOYEES OF 
SAN FRANCISCO 


Editorial Note: 
The following abstract was received as a part of the A.D. A. News Release 

of December 1st. 

This is the first compulsory health insurance law in the United States. 
It is likely that its pattern will be given serious consideration in developing 
similar legislation by States and other governmental units. Hearings upon 
this charter amendment began in 1936 and a representative of dentistry was 
in constant attendance. The Charter Amendment was submitted to the 
electorate in March, 1938, and adopted by a vote of almost two to one. 


Under the adopted plan every municipal employee has $2.50 deducted 
from his monthly pay by the city comptroller. The people included in this 
group constitute about 10 per cent of the total population of the city. Any 
physician of recognized standing may be admitted to the panel provided he 
accepts the approved fee schedule as a basis for remuneration. 


In the beginning, “dental care” and “dental services” were among the 
prohibited services. The dental profession strenuously objected to this ex- 
clusion on the ground that it would result in physicians on the panel treat- 
ing fractured jaws, osteomyelitis of the jaws, trench mouth and numerous 
other diseases which are now in the general province of the oral surgeon. 
The plan began to operate in April irrespective of these objections upon the 
part of the dentists. At the beginning of operations a “friendly” suit was 
filed in order to test the constitutionality of the plan. The San Francisco 
Dental Society immediately intervened in the case as an “amicus curiae” 
seeking to have the Supreme Court rule the Charter Amendment uncon- 
stitutional. This caused the Health Board to have an immediate meeting 
at which it adopted the changes wished by the Dental Society. The society 
thereupon withdrew its brief and the Supreme Court upheld the constitu- 
tionality of the Amendment shortly thereafter.
